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immwcrios 


Home  eeonomlcs  Is  sometlmaa  dsflned  as  systematlEed  and 
organized  honemalclng.  A  functlonlm;  eoopsa  In  hone  eeonosdes 
la  broad  and  Inelodes  all  phaaoa  of  homoraaklng*  Its  primary 
aim  b«lng  to  train  pupils  at  all  age  levels  In  that  vocation. 
The  development  of  knowledge,  managerial  and  manipulative 
sklllSf  Ideals,  appreciations,  and  desirable  liabita  are 
•fflonf;  the  important  end  products  of  hoaie  economies  Instruc- 
tion. 

There  is  today  a  definite  trend  In  home  economies  toward 
emphasizing  the  close  relationship  of  home  economics  as 
taught  In  the  schools  with  homemaklng  activities  as  expari 
eneed  by  the  pupils  In  their  homes.  The  wide  use  of  ths 
home  project  which  gives  the  pupil  actual  homaraaklng  experl 
enees  along  with  classroom  Instruction  in  home  economies  has 
come  as  a  direct  result  of  the  esqjhasis  on  this  relationship. 
It  is  Important  to  take  into  account  the  homemaklng  exporX- 
ences  of  the  pupil  when  she  enters  high  school. 

The  problem  of  vocational  experiences  at  all  levels  of 
education  has  for  s(»iietlme  engaged  the  attention  of  bona 
economists.  Many  have  recognized  that  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  homemaklng  experiences  that  the  girls  bav*

had  before  entoplng  school.  That  soae  puplXs  have  already 
acquired  considerable  knowledge,  skills  and  abilities  in  tha 
perfoi^uanoe  of  horaesaking  tasks  is  a  well  known  fact.  To 
assome  that  papils  Imve  no  information  and  experience  in 
homemaklng  and  to  plan  instruction  from  this  viewpoint  la 
not  a  good  practice.  Some  other  procedure  mist  be  followed 
if  more  functioning  hwne  economics  courses  are  to  be  taught. 
Investigations  along  this  line  arm   needed. 

Hueh  of  the  hoiEQ  eoonomlca  Inatpuctlon  in  Kansas  is 
glTwn  in  the  high  schools  of  third  class  citiaa.   Almost  all 
of  these  schools  offer  from  ono  to  throe  years  of  Iwnie  eco- 
nomies. In  general  these  courses  have  been  rather  narrow  in 
content  and  often  they  have  had  little  tie-up  niith  the  homes 
frcsB  which  tha  girls  ec»ae.  Information  concerning  the  hoae- 
maklng  experiences  of  the  girls  in  these  high  schools  would 
be  raoat  valuable  in  helping  teachers  in  those  schools  im- 
prove their  homo  acoaomlca  courses. 

This  Investigation  was  earriad  on  for  two  purposes: 

1.  To  ascertain  the  homemaklng  experiences  of  girls  en- 
rolled in  high  school  home  oeonoalcs  classes  of  third  class 
cities  in  Kansas. 

2.  To  sejsure  information  that  will  be  l»lpful  to  tha 
teacher  in  the  planning  of  functioning  courses  in  thesa 
schools. 


RKTIEBT  OP  UIERATORE 


A  rATlew  of  lltarature  ahows  that  eomparatX'vely  tern 
studies  of  the  hoaemaklng  exporlencos  of  girls  have  been  re- 
ported.  A  nusiber  of  home  eCOTomlcs  surveys  and  studios  of 
homemaklng  activities  linve  Included  homsnaklng  experlene«»j 
of  high  school  girls  but  only  In  a  lljalted  and  Indirect 
Only  studies  that  ara  concerned  primarily  xrtth  the  present 
Investigation  are  reviewed. 

Wilson  (1928)  reported  a  study  of  the  hoaeaaklng  activi- 
ties of  girls  In  rural  Ittaalsslppl.  The  findings  of  this 
study  shoved  that  girls  share  In  the  work  of  the  booe*  es- 
pecially in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  meals,  care  of 
the  homo,  family  lasmdry*  and  some  outside  tasks.  The  time 
and  work  reports  Indicated  that  the  girls  waste  l)Oth  tia* 
and  energy  Iwcausa  of  the  lack  of  previous  planning.  Sug- 
gestions for  class  problems  were  givon  in  the  fields  of 
management  of  time  and  energy,  as  well  as  for  using  equipment. 

Baxter  (1930)  made  a  study  of  the  information  in  home 
economics  that  high  school  pupils  and  college  students  have 
before  enrolling  in  home  economics  courses.  She  found  that 
high  school  and  college  girls  who  had  no  home  economics  In- 
struction In  school  knew  some  subject  matter  in  home 


economic.  The  home  economics  teacher  1.  In  «any  Instance. 
teaching  subject  matter  ^ready  Imown  to  the  pupHs.  She 
did  not  include  hoaen-klng  experiences  In  her  study  only  a. 
th^  ««r«  indirectly  related  to  Infox^atlon  In  hon»  ecoaom- 

lea* 

iMian  (1932)  made  a  study  of  the  honieniaklng  experlene*. 

of  ^irle  entering  the  first  year  vocational  ho«ema3£lng 
Classes  ir.  small  schools  in  Ooierc-?.o.  She  ueed  check  sheet, 
which  were  chocked  hy  all  the  girl.  In  the  flr.t  yoar  voca- 
tional bO«M»klng  classes.  She  found  that  the  experience, 
of  the  girl,  were  varied  and  that  there  .M  not  mch  differ- 
ence between  the  experiences  of  the  town  and  farm  girls. 
She  concluded  that  the  Instructor  .houXd  plan  her  work  •o 
that  It  rtll  be  8  Challenge  to  the  girls  who  have  had 
btKue  responsibilities. 

Jeanlng.  (1936)  In  a  study  of  the  out-of-sehool  Inter- 
e.t8  .«!  activities  of  high  school  girl,  in  raral  and 
tovm  co«anitlos  of  Kansas  found  that  high  school  girls  la 
raral  and  village  schools  v,are  carrying  on  a  great  variety  . 
•f  taMM»klng  activltlos.  Many  of  the  girls  assisted  with 
rather  than  assumed  full  responsibility  for  imich  of  the  work. 
Gill  (1954)  reported  a  study  of  the  responsibilities  of 
ISnid  high  school  girls  In  the  hoae  care  of  the  sick.  She 
found  that  they  had  many  responsibllitle.  and  soa. 


experience  In  earing  for  the  slok  la  the  hone.  She  recom- 
mended that  iDO)?e  time  afaould  be  allowed  for  the  teaching  of 
this  part  of  the  bmM  ecMiomles  course. 

■KTHOD  OP  PROCKDDRS 


1.  A  cheeking  list  emuaeratlng  possible  homeiBaklng  ex- 
periences was  prepared^  tested  and  revised  as  indicated. 

2,  A  lett«i'>  was  sent  to  forty  home  economics  teachers 
in  third  class  cities  la  Kansas >  asking  their  cooperation  In 
this  study.  A  return  card  was  enclosed  In  the  letter.  All 
sections  of  the  state  were  represented  in  the  selection  of 
these  teachers. 

S.  Checking  lists  were  then  sent  to  those  teachers  who 
signified  their  willingness  to  cooperate. 

4.  Pour  hundred  fifty-eight  lists  from  nineteen  schools 
were  checked  and  returned. 

5.  The  data  were  tabulated >  analyzed f  and  evaluated. 

6.  Findings  were  listed  and  summarized. 

7.  ReeoaBendatlons  based  on  the  findings  and  summary 
wer*  made.
